More than 9 million pounds of seed 
and other planting stock, with a market 
value of more than $1,800,000 was 
harvested in Mississippi last year as a 
direct result of Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice influence, State, Conservationist C. 
B. Anders estimates, s 


This total includes some 32 species 
of grasses and legumes useful in soil 
and water conservation and represents 
about 57 percent of the total amount 


, of these planting materials produced in |. 


the state last year. The state totals 
were estimated at 15,700,000 pounds, 
worth about 3 million dollars. 

Farmers cooperating with local soil 
conservation districts in Mississippi pro- 
duced the bulk of the planting mater- 
ials, some 11,685,000 pounds, valued 
at $2,413,715. The Soil Conservation 
Service—primarily for expanding the 
acreage of new and little used crops in 
the soil conservation district program 
—produced a small amount of seed 
from observational plantings. 

At recommended planting rates, the 
seed and other planting stock of the 
various crops produced as the result of 
Soil Conservation Service influence 
alone would provide effective 


cover from some 422,832 acres.’ Most |’ 
of the plantings will be made, as aj 


part of.the farm plans developed. with 
assistance of SCS technicians assigned 


to the districts. of. 


' Many of the plants are perennials, 
like sericea and bicolor lespedeza, Ken- 
tucky-31 fescue, and kudzu. Others are. 
reseeding annuals like Caley peas and 


reseeding crimson crimson clover. These |- 


remain on the same land year after 


year and continue to provide ground | 


cover and to produce additional seed 
crops.

SHEEP DIPPING WILL 
BEGIN SOON 


The time is approaching for the 
follow-up dipping of sheep for eradi- 
cation of sheep scabies. This program 
was inaugurated in 1948 in 1244 coun- 
ties under federal quarantine in South 
Mississippi and is conducted without 
expense to the flock ownera by the 


State Livestock Sanitary Board in co- 


operation with the US Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry. A thorough coverage of 
all these counties was made during the 
shearing season of 1950 and it is felt 
that most sheep were included in the 
dipping program. Beneficial results fol- 
lowing last years -dipping have been 
obvious, and it is anticipated that the 
splendid cooperation of flock owners 
will continue this current season. 
Flock owners are urged to make an 
“all out” effort to include every sheep 
in the dipping program this season. 
This is particularly true of sheep under 
range conditions. The fact has been 
established from observations of last 
year’s work that -scabies can be eradi- 
cated in the quarantined area if all 
sheep are included in the program. 
Several inspectors willbe’ assigned to 
the area by the Livestock Sanitary
